They adjusted some scientific in- 
struments, collected a few rocks, 
revved up the mocn buggy and 
headed for their outing on Stone 
Mountain, 4.1 kms. to the south, 

Young was able to zip along at 
about 18 kph. in the relatively 
smooth terrain in the landing area. 
But he had to slow to about 5 k.p.h. 
to pick his way through large 
boulders on Survey Ridge. 

After Survey, he reported: “We're 
up to about 8 clicks (i.p.h.) now,” 
as ‘the landscape smoothed again.

STUTTGART. — There is hardly a 
major Bonn politician, from Chan- 
cellor Willy Brandt to burly right- 
of-centre Franz Josef Strauss, who 
has not spent most of his time in 
past weeks in south-west Germany 
in the most emotion-charged elec- 
tion campaign here in memory, 

Today, six million voters in the 
state of ‘Baden Wuertemberg will 
be asked to decide the fate of So- 
cial Democrat Brandt's controversial 
drive to ease tensions with East 
Europe, and possibly of his left- 
liberal government in Bonn. 

There is some question how much 
hearing the vote’s outcome will ac- 
tually have on Mr. (Qrandt's 
Ostpolitik. despite the stress put on 
it during the previous campaign. 

‘Nominally, the state will be vot- 
ing for a new legislature. But the 
present administration in Stuttgart 
is controlled by Christian Democrat 
“CDU) Governor Hans Filbinger, 
who also happens to hold the balance 
of power in the Upper House of 
Parliament (Bundestag) in Sonn 
which represents the 10 West Ger- 
man states. 

At the national level the con- 
servative CDU under party boss and 
shadow chancelior Rainer Barzel 
has so far hotly fought ‘Mr. Brandt's 
non-aggression treaties with Russia 
and Poland, signed in 1970 but up 
for ratification in the Bundesrat 
ip late May. 

1 Mr. Filbinger can stay in 
power today, this would maintain 
the conservative majority in the 
Upper House in Bonn, thus strength- 
ening the opposition's hand against 
the eastern treaties during the ra- 
tification process. 

But there are growing signs the 
opposition is preparing to accept 
the treaties “under protest,” no 
matter who controls the Bundesrat. 
Mr. Filbinger himself has hinted 
at this, and knowledgeable sources 
say much of the CDU leadership 
is now tending in this direction. 

A more serious danger arises 
for Mr. Brandt from the unstable 
position of bis tiny coalition part- 
ner in the Federal Government, the 
Liberal Free Democrats (FDP) un- 
der Foreign Minister Walter Scheel. 

Recruiting their support largely 
frora business and professionals, 
the FDP has slipped badly in elec- 
tions since it swung to the left 

and allied itself with Mr. Brandt's 
Socialists in Bonn in 1969. 

In that year the Liberals fell 
from 14 to 7.5 per cent in Baden 
Wuertemberg, traditionally a Libe- 
ral strongheld. Since then the 
State's industrialists have throttled 
financial aid to the party, and a 
further loss of votes today could 
panic liberal deputies in Bonn into 
bolting the present coalition. 

That would mean a new national 
government under conservative Bar- 
τοὶ and the end of the SGrandt 
era. Aware of the stakes, the na- 
tional parties have thrown their

The ‘National Democrats {NPD), 
once a neo-Nazi scare when they 
had 10 per cent of the state vote, 
have formally withdrawn from the 
ballot and advised their followers 
(put at 3 per cent) to vote CDU — 
and thus against the East treaties. 

Public opinion polls generally 
agree on 8 close race between the two 
major parties. But because of the 
FDP’s key role all eyes are on it. 

Said Liberal parliamentary leader 
in Bonn Wolfgang Mischnick: “I'm 
eonvinced the FDP will get clear- 
ly more than the 7.5 per cent which 
they won in 1969." This would be 
a success by FDP standards. 


Lebanese vote 


in second stage 


BEIRUT (Reuter). — Voters in 
the South Lebanon and Bekaa pro- 
vinces go to the polls today to 
elect 33 representatives for the 
country's 99-seat Chamber of De- 
putles, Lebanon's single-house par- 
ligament. - 

There are some 440,000 eligible 
voters in the two provinces which 
respectively border Israel and Syria. 

The polling, the second stage in 
the parliamentary elections, will be 
contested by 158 candidates. 

Prominent contenders in the 
South Lebanon Province include 
Mr. Kamel al-Assad, the House 
Speaker, Mr. Adel Osselran, a for- 
mer Speaker, and Mr. Kazem al- 
Khalil, deputy leader of the Na- 
tional Liberal Party neaded by for- 
mer prasident Camille Chamoun.

Meanwhile, from Cairo, “Al-Ab- pp: 
ram" reported yesterday that ex- 
pelled Israeli military personnel had 
begun constructing secret air bases 
in Uganda to be used io attacks 
against Egypt. 

In a dispatch from Kampala, “Al- 
Ahram" said the discovery of the 
bases was instrumental in President 
Idi Amin's decision to break off 
diplomatic relations with Israel last 
month, 

Quoting “Defence Ministry sources 
in Kampala,” the paper said, “Israel 
was equipping these secret air ba- 
ses with the most modern military 
hardware.

Where labour relations have gone wron 


Te the Editor of The Jerusalem Fost 


Sir, — Every time 2 Strike hits 
a government service or company, 
we are drowned in a sea of proc- 
lametiong and statements that only 
gerve to cloud the basic issue — 
the creeping’ sickness apd dis- 
content Which affects labour rela- 
tlons in the public sector. 

The experience with postmen, 
doctors, nurses, El Al empioyees, 
etc, over the past two years shows 
that strikes usually echieve ἃ 
promise from Government or man- 
agement that, if the workers return 
to work immediately, negotiations 
will be opened on their demands 
and complaints, Once the strikers 
are beck at work, the promise is 
forgotten, or the negotiations are 
protracted ad infinétum, That being 
the case, it can only be assumed 
that whatever the rights or wrongs 
in the El Al strike, it was due to 
desperation in the knowledge that 
only by dramatic strike action 
would attention ever be pald to the 
workers’ complaints. 

Ever since discussion started on 
the law relating to strikes in essen- 
tial services, we have deen told 
that national security is threatened 
every time a government employee 
says that he wants a fair deal. 
Last week was no exception, The 
Minister concerned took to the air 
to inform us that the strike of Ei Al 
maintenance crews cut us off from 
the outstde world. Surely the Min- 
ister cannot expect the public to 
believe that we are cut off from 
the world when several foreign air- 
lines are flying in and out of Lod. 

The most extraordinary perform- 
ance of all is that of the Histadrut, 
who apparently decided some years 
back that in the case of private 
industry they represent labour, but 
in the case of Government employ- 
ees, they represent the employer. 
Looking at the ‘Histadrut's past 
performance, can anyone wonder 
that workers — other than those in 
Ashdod port — ‘elleve that there 
is no longer any point in dealing 
with the Histadrut, So Government 
employees lacking good legal ad- 
vice and knowledge of labour law 
strike in desperation and then what 
happens? 

The same Government that com- 
plies with every whim of the port 
workers, sends a herd of elephants 
to trample on, an ant hill.

Sir, — The Haifa Municipality is 
planning an additional 
road from the Carmel to the Haifa- 
Tel Aviv highway, to be built 
through Rehov Freud. 

‘Rehov Freud in Ahuza is 2 small 
dead-end street which terminates at 
the so-called airfield.

2s High Court of Justice 


Respondent (H.C. 125. 72), 


The High Court of Justice dis- 
missed a petition for an order nisi 
calling upon the Jerusalem District 
Representative to show cause why 
he should not register an Ottoman 
Society with the name which the 
petitioners sought to give it, 
The petitioners, who are 
members of @eeply religious 
families, sought to have an Ottoman 
Society registered under the name 
of “Society for the Construction of 
the Temple in Jerusalem.” The main 
alm of the society was Specified 
as ‘being “the construction of the 
Temple in Jerusalem in accordance 
with the percepts of the Tora." 
The Jerusalem District Represen- 
tative, to whom the application for 
registration of the Society was 
submitted, refused to accept the 
application in its original form. He 
eventually agreed to accept a com- 
promise solution suggested by the 
legal adviser of the Ministry of the 
Interior: that the “main aim" of 
the Society ‘be changed from “con~ 
struction of the Temple” to “fur- 
thering the construction of the 
Temple," and that the name be 
changed accordingly. The petitioners, 
however, agreed to change the aims 
jof their society in the manner sug- 
seated, but refused to change the 
name of the society to “Society for 
the Furtnerance of the Construction 
of the Temple." Instead they peti- 
tioned the High Court of Justice 
for an order nisi.

The entrepreneurs of the two 
hotels want to provide all their 
guests’ other needs on fully alr- 
conditioned premises — sports, enter- 
tainment, bars, TV, cinema and the 
like. After all, the Dead Sea coast 
can be chilly in winter, and op- 
pressively hot in summer. High as 
the occupancy rate is now, {t can 
be raised much higher, they believe, 
lf the hotel is constructed as an all- 
in entity. 

The country's first beauty-farm 
will also become possible. Staffed by 
doctors, nurses and beauty special- 
ists, this will give women courses of 
skin and cosmetics treatment, based 
on the materials extracted and al- 
ready marketed from the Dead Sea. 

There'll be more money in the 
Dead Sea mud too, (Actually, the 
“mud” is alluvial clay, rich In or- 
ganic, mineral and hormonic sub- 
stances.) Bathers at Ein Bokek can 
sometimes be seen plastering them- 
selves on thelr own initiative; but 
the Dead Sea Development Author- 
ity has already engaged Jerusalem 
Hadassah doctors, to conduct a clin- 
ical follow-up of the treatments. 

Mr. Shaari said that Ein Noit 
mineral waters at Ein Bokek are 
thought to be as good as Karlsbad, 
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of every Jew to aspire to the con- 
struction of the Temple in Jerusalem, 
and the obligation of the respondent 
to accept every application for the 
founding of an Ottcman Society, as

mise on their aims, it was only 
reasonable on the part of the re- 
spondent to demand that they 
change the name of their Society 
accordingly, so a3 not to mislead 
anyone es to the aims of their So- 
ciety. 

He thought, therefore, that 
petition should be dismissed. 

dustice Cohn 

Justice Cohn, in agreeing that 
the petition should be dismissed, said 
that he saw no cause for expres- 
sing any opinion on whether the re- 
spondent had ‘been entitled to re- 
fuse to accept an application for 
registration of an Ottoman Society 
only because he disapproved of its 
name or whether his demand that 
the name be changed was reason- 
able or not, because he fully sub- 
scribed to Justice Sussman's cpinion 
that the Interests of justice did not 
demand or justify the intervention 
of the High Court. 

Justice Many concurred with his 
colleagues. 

Petition dismissed.

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Israel’s ‘2nd-class’ medical students 


PADUA, Italy. — 


THERE are 1,400 Israelis — in- 
eluding some 30 Arabs — re- 
gistered a3 medical students In Italy. 
Another 200 sre belleved to be study- 
ing medicine here without being. ré- 
gistered. They are to be found ἐπ 
Rome, Milan and Turin, in Bologna, 
Sienna, Florence, Pisa, Pavia and Fer- 
rara, and In half a dozen delight- 
ful university towas like this one. 

What ds it that makes them 80 
angry that, accordmg to Yehuda Li- 
moni, chairman of the Israel Stu- 
dents' Organization In Italy, they 
are “ready to explode? 

“We even discussed demonstrating 
in front of the Israel Embassy in 
Rome, but we realized that it 
wouldn’t ‘help our cause at ali. But 
mind you, we haven't ruled out the 
possibility,” he adds. 

The root of the trouble is the 
feeling that, because they have fail- 
ed to gain admission to a -nedical 
School at home, Israel regards them 
as second-class students, on the way 
to becoming second-class doctor. 

“But,” says Gideon Perluk, now 
studying in Rome, “do you remem- 
ber the ‘State Comptroller's report 
which revealed that it required pro- 
tekezia to be accepted at the Tel 
Aviv Medical School? Do you know 
how many of my friends, even some 
with excellent marks, never even 
applied because they didn't have the 
necessary protexsia? And even with. 
out supcorting facts, they believe 
that admissiong te all medical 
schools in Israel are on the same 
basis.” 

And the students point out that in 
any case, this question of being 
“second class" is a purely relative 
one, “When the Hebrew University 
hed the only medical school in Is- 
rael, everyune who went abroad au- 
tomatically became second class. 
When Tel ‘Aviv opened a school, 
places were found for another 80 
students — and they became first 
class overnight. The same thing hap- 
pened when the Haifa medical schooi 
opened, and it will happen again 
when the fourth one is opened in 
Beersheba.” 
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‘ORE examining the other 
complaints cf the students — 
and they are many — it is worth 
having a glance at the bellef that 
Italian medical faculties turn out 
second-class doctors. 

One factor is the statements of 
leading Israel medical men, like the 
one who, having scouted Europe for 
potential candidates for the final 
years of one of Israel's schools, 
1s reported to have said: “I would 
prefer an Israel student from 
France or Switzerland with a mark 
of six, to one from Italy with a 
mark of nine.” 

The reason Hes, of course, in 
Italy's readiness to admit foreign 
students while most other countries 
— including Israel — do so with 
the greatest reluctance. The medical 
curriculum in Israel, as in many 
Western countries, especially the 
U.S., is based on a combination of 
theory and practice — including 
laboratory work in the early years 


— under the close supervision ‘of: 


the teaching staff. This necessarily 
limits the size of classes, and in 
Israel, a first year class of 80 is 
considered by many to be the maxi- 
mum. 

In Italy, however, the emphasis 
is on theory, taught in the form of 
lectures In a huge hall, with little 
individual supervision, Often, all 2 
student requires in addition to pass- 
ing his examinations, is his pro- 
fessor’s signature at the beginning 
and end of each course. And the 
greater the number of students that 
can be packed into a lecture hall, 
the greater the school’s income from 
tuition fees, If you can manage 300 
well and good; and if there are too 
many students, you simply bulid a 
bigger hall and instal] a better loud- 
speaker system. The only scholastic 
requirement is a reasonably good 
matriculation level. 


Student’s view 


A student's view of this method 
was put to me in Rome. 

“We learn twice as much theory 
as they do in Israel]. The idea here 
is that we'll learn actual practice 
after we graduate, under the super~ 
vision of senior doctors in hospitals, 
but that once we're in practice we'll 
never learn any more theery. Last 
year, when I wag home, I ‘did the 
rounds' with a group cf Israel stu- 
dents who had started at the same 
time as I did but under a different 
system. I was much better than 
even the best of them — at mak- 
ing 8 diagnosis, but when it came 
to treatment. I didn’t know how 
much aspirin to give for a head- 
ache. But treatment can be learned 
quickly on the job. Theory Js rarely 


jearned after one begins to practise," 


‘He adds that the israelis in Italy 


have another great advantage over 


those in Jerusalem, Tel Aviv and 
Haifa. “‘We study medicine jn Itallan, 
All our books, our lectures, are in 


Italian, which is a fairly easy jan- 
guage to learn,. much easier than 
English. In Israel, they speak in 
Hebrew, lecture in Hebrew, and take 
notés in Hebrew — and 8} their 
books are in English. Many students 
finish school with a split personality 
— they can barely speak a word of 
‘English, yet all their knowledge is 
in English. In Italy, you either 
learn Italian or youl starve to death. 
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[T= second major problem facing 
the Israei students is adjusting 
to another way of Hfe, In Israel 
they were “sabras,” with all that that 
implies. Complaints of rude behav- 
four were at first lodged by Italians 
with the local Jewish communities 
— there are about 40,000 Jews in 


Ttaly — and even with the Italian. δ 


Israel Chamber of Commerce. In 
time they learn manners, which will 
stand them in good stead. 


Another shock comes when they 
suddenly realize that they aren't 
considered as something outstand- 
ing in Italy. Back home in Israel 
they were nurtured in the belle? 
that they were a kind of mini- 
supermen — for had not the Israelis 
won @ series of wars t the 
Arabs, turned the desert inte a Gar- 
den of Eden, etc, etc? But in the 
TtaHan university towns, which at- 
tract studemts from ail over the 
world as once the German univer- 
sity towns did, they find themselves 
regarded as quite an omdnary hu- 
man beings, 

“The first time one of the other 
foreign students asked me where 
Israel was, I thought he was jok- 
ing,” one Israel told me. “But then 
others asked, and I realized they 
were serious. They really didn't know. 
It came as a great surprise to me 
that they were more interested in 
American-Chinese-Russian relations: 
in the future of the Common Mar- 
ket; in divided Berlin and Germany. 
Israel often came very low in their 
scale of interest. AH this ‘knocked 
some of the provinciaHsm out of 
me, for I suddenly realized that Is- 
rael ‘wasn't the centre of the uni- 
verge.” 


Another problem has deen the 


Arab students, of whom there are 
estimated to be 5.000 from various 


countries, Many of -them trave “been: 


active in the Fatah movement; and 
according to the Israelis, many left- 
ist Italians have lent them a sympa- 
thetic ear, 


Every Israel student abroad is al- 
lowed to receive the equivalent of 
$150 a month from home. In Italy, 
this is enough to ἢν on comfort. 
ably if one learns to cut corners 
and economize. Lodging is cheaper 
than in Israel but food is expen- 
sive, The basic necessities of any 
diet — bread, margarine, eggs, oil, 
milk, cheese — which are fairly 
cheap in Israel because of Govern- 
ment Subsidies, are expensive in 
Ttaly. On the other hand, a second- 
hand car, which would cost 110,000 
to 1L15,000 in Israel is only about 
one-tenth that price in Italy. And 
of all the homesick wails, the strang- 
est we heard is for two staple

Some 1,400 Israelis now 
studying medicine in Italy 
are “ready to explode” 
over the fact that at home 
they are thought of as 
second-class students, an 
angry Yehuda Limoni, 
chairman of the Israel 
Students’ Organization in 
Italy, tells The Post’s 
MACABEE DEAN. 


and plain soft white cheese, (We 
checked: they are not avaliable in 
Italy.) 

The financial position of the stu- 
dents varies; some come from poor 
families that can barely scrape to- 
gether $100 a month to send; others 
by various methods, menage to send 
much more than the officially per- 
mitted amount of $150. “I know a 
few Israeli students who are ac- 
tually living at malnutrition devel,” 
I was told. “And another one comes 
to classes driving a car which is 
expensive even for Italy.” Under 
Italian law, foreign students are not 
allowed to work, so supplementing 
one’s allowance is no easy matter. 


Relatlonships with the -various 
Jewish communities are sometimes 
ood, Sometimes indifferent. But one 
student sald, “Our relationship with 
these communities are better than 
those with the Israelis back home. 
Here, we are considered first-class 
citizens, even if we are regarded as 
second-class in Isreel.” 
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TEVER the attitude of the 

Italians, non-Jewish or Jewish 

to the Israeli student, the latter's 

attitude to Italy seems to change 

radically after he has been there for 
three years. 


“For the first three years, we sit 
on our half-unpacked suitcases end 
keep our noses in our books, Every 
one of us is competing with every 
other Israeli for an invitation to 
go back to Israel in the fourth year 
and finish studying there. If we 
fail to get that invitation, we un- 
pack our suitcases. And our entire 
outlook on life changes. We know 
we will be in Italy at least another 
three More yeats, And then we ask 
ourselves, why not do our advanced 
training here? That means yet an- 
other three or four years. All in 
all, we will spend about ten years 
away from home. Italy then be- 
comes our home.” “Anyway,” con- 
tinued this informant bitterly, “we 
feel we aren't wanted in Israel. Do 
you know that there is a repre- 
sentative of several American thos- 
pitals here offering contracts, at 
$8,000 a year, to go to the U.S. 
and do our advanced training there? 
Why isn't there someone -nere from. 
Israel trying to induce us to go 
home? There’s 2 shortage of eye 
doctors in Israel;. a shortage of 
anaesthetists, of pathologists, of 
other specialists, Why isn't there a 
representative of Kupst Holim or 
of the Government over here pro- 
mising us advanced training in Is- 
rael in these specialities?” 


The students think the State of 
Israel, especially the Ministry of 
Health, is making a bad bargain in 
more Ways than one. It costs some 
TL48,000 a year to train a doctor 
in Isr2el; the State saves about 
11,100,000 on every doctor trained 
in Italy. And the ambivalent’ atti- 
tude of the ‘State also angers many 
students: every student has to under- 
take to return to Israel at the end 
of his third yeer if he is accepted 
by an Israeli school, or else lose 
his monthly allotment of $150. But 
this Is a one-way arrangement, for

get that the 1-450 ratio ls mislead- 
ing. We may have twice as many 
doctors in Israel] as in some 'West- 
ern countries, but due ¢o socialized 
medicine, each patient sees his doc- 
tor twice as often.” " 1 

Underlying the “explosive anger” 
of all the Israelis in Italy, there is 
still a nostalgia for home. “We 
would never have had to leave if 
the Swiss system were adopted in 
Israel. There are two incoming 
classes each year, in Switzerland, 
in the fall and in the spring. This 
allows the number of studenta to 
de doubled, and this can be done 
easily, for the students move from 
one laboratory to another after ἃ 
few months.. ᾿ 

“But nobody in Israel has thought 
of this.” said one student, “If this 
were done, the leaders of the medical 
profession would not have to ask 
us: Who told you to go abroad 
to study?”

DENVER, Colorado (AP). — An 
habttual sex offender has been cas- 
. trated here, at his own request, in 
ΕἾ order to end his tendency to child 
, molestation. 

The report was made in a copy- 
right: story last week in “The 
Rocky Mountain News,” and raised 
protests among psychiatrists. 

The operation was performed on 
a middle-aged sex criminal at his 
,oOwn request, according to his law- 
.yer and medical and-court authori- 
ties. The mran had been held in 
Denver County Jail awaiting trial 
on charges of child molestation, He 
admitted molesting hundreds of 
young giris, authorities said. 


Dr. Jack Stoffel, president of the 
Colorado Psychiatric Society, has 
asked the:State Medical Society for 
an official inguiry into the ethics of 
the medical decisions which led to 
the operation. 

‘The defendant was awaiting trial 
on 14 counts of child molestation 
and had entered a plea of innocent 
by reason of insanity. At least three 
psychiatrists were appointed to ex- 
amine him. 

All three agreed ‘he was com- 
petent to stand trial. One, Dr. J. P. 
Hilton, said in his report that cas- 
tration might be considered a mode 
of therapy in the case,

Horace Campbell, a general surgeon,

B.A. programme for nurses

dirty sheets? Leaders in the 
profession said they hoped so as 
the first step was taken last week 
toward taking the nursing profession 
in israel to university Jevel for the 
first time: bachelor's degrees were 
presented to 18 registered nurses in 
the first graduating class of Tel Aviv 
University’s Nursing Department — 
the first such department in the 
country. 

“Until now, the course has been 
open only to registered nurses, with 
preference given to teachers and 
supervisors," Department Chairman 
Dr. Rebecca Bergman — who holds 
a Ph.D. in nursing education from 
Columbia University — explained to 
me. “Our purpose is to bring ‘bet- 
ter care to the patient and we first 
want to reach those who influence 
other nurses: nursing school faculty 
and nursing supervisors In hospitals. 
Once we have 8 nucleus of gra- 
duates, we want to start 2 basic 
B.A. programme in nursing for high 
school graduates as an alternative 
to nursing school.” 

But will tomorrow's nurse, after 
receiving 2 B.A., be willing to do 
the routine tasks today's nurses 
must do, I asked one of the new 
graduates, Tova Hendel. “You aren't 
the first person to ask that ques- 
tion. Those who oppose university 
training for nurses bring it up all 
the time. I think the answer will 
depend on how the programme is 
presented. Candidates will have to 
be told plainly exactly what is ex- 
pected of them and what they should 


expect.” 


‘She said she had no doubt she 
was abetter teacher after the course. 
Mrs. Hendel, who teaches in Beilin- 
son Hospital’s Dinah School of 


“4 Nursing, graduated from that school 


ἐπ 1965 and began teaching in the 
army immediately. She later moved 


; to her alma mater. Mrs. Hendel 
i married 2 doctor two years ago. 


“When I came back here as 2 
teacher after my army service, I 
felt I really didn’t know more than 
my pupils,” she explained.

Mrs. Hendel felt that the struggle 
for her B.A. (she worked three 
days a week and studied the other 
three) was worth it. “I learned 
something about psychology and so- 
ciclogy; something about scientific 
problem-solving and a good deal 
about specialized fields of nursing 
we only touched on in aursing 
school” 

But the B.A., she feels, should not 
be reserved for experienced nurses. 
Girls entering the profession should 
get a BA. and nurses’ training,

“First 
of all, if you add up the time 1} 
spent becoming 8 nurse and get- 
ting my B.A. you'll see it took me 
seven years. In that time I could 
have become a doctor.” She added 
that working nurses who meanwhile 
marry and raise families, often can- 
not go back to school while con- 
tinuing to work and run their house- 
holds. 

“That's the practical sid2 of why 
the. system has to change, but there 
is also the professional side. Modern 
medicine moves fast and nursing 
school cannot give tomorrow's 
nurses all the tools and training |’ 
they need." Nursing school trains 
the student to give bedside care. A 
university programme trains her to 
plan care for an individual patient 
or group, to give the patient psy- 
chological and moral support, and 
to perform many and varied other 
tasks, 

She hopes the B.A. programme 
will eventually replace ali nursing 
schools in the country, but she as- 
sumea it will be started experimen- 
tally in one or two of the 15 exist- 
ing schools. “The most important 
thing is that it start quickly." At 
least some of the teachers at a 
university nursing school, she feels, 
should have MA.s. 

In the U-S., as well as in other 
countries, nursing candidates have a 
choice, depending on grades and in- 
terests, between nursing school or a 
B.A. aursing programme. Two 
friends of this writer selected the 
university programme with the stat- 
ed purpose of becoming supervisors 
after a year of bedside work. “No,

Skin cancer 
_risk: during 
hot hours 


TWL AVIV. — Don't try and get 
yourself a suntan in the heat of the 
day, around noontime, if you don't 
want to run the risk of cancer of 
the skin, says the head of the 
Beilinson Hospital ‘Skin Department. 
Risk of getting cancer of the skin 
from over-exposure to the midday 
sun -is greatest if you’re a Ught- 
skinned person with blond hair and 
dlue eyes. 

Prof, Eliezer ‘Feuermann, the 
department director, issued this 
warning to soldiers over the Army 
radio network on Friday evening. 

‘The incidence of skin cancer cases 
is relatively high in Israel, he said. 
The cause is undoubtedly due to the 
bare skin absorbing unduly large 
amounts of ultra-violet radiation 
fram the sun, he said. 
+The most dangerous ‘hours for 
over-exposure are between eleven a.m. 
and four or five p.m. during July 
and August, and between noon and 
two p.m. the other ten months of 
the year. 

In any case, Prof. Feuermann said, 
suntan causes rapid aging of the 
skin, which ts itself a health hazard.

More reports of Soviet 
Jews being harassed 


New details of the Soviet har- 
assment of Jewish detainees in 
labour camps have come to light 


in reports from recent 5. 
The wife of one detainee in the 
Potma labour camp, over seven 
hours journey from Moscow, refused 
to be named for fear of reprisals, 
She said most of the camp guards 
are Ukrainians who got 25-year 
prison terms after World War Two 
for collaborating with the Nazis, but 
were pardoned in return for volun- 
teering to become prison warders. 

In Potma, she said, the Ukrainians 
give free rein to their former anti- 
Semitic feelings, They patrol with 
fierce dogs, and often let them loose 
against the inmates, she said 

The wife singled out one of the 
worst Jew-baiters as a Ukrainian 
woman sergeant who had tthe habit 
of denying entry to visitors, even 
when they arrived with all the nec- 
essary permits. 

Most mail which relatives send to 
inmates {is never delivered, she said. 
They can get two parcels of food 
ἃ year, maximum one kilo in weight, 
and only dry food. 

The wife of another Potma in- 
mate, Tatiana Trachtenberg, 25, an 
economics engineer, who arrived on 
Friday from Vienna, described what 
happened to her husband after he 
got a two-year sentence in the 
Kishinev trial in June 1970.

hunger strike. 

Tatiana said she managed to visit 
Lazar and the other Jewish inmates 
on April 6, before preparing to im- 
migrate to Israel. They were in good 
spirit, she said, but most of them 
were thin and weak, because of 
malnutrition. 

Meanwhile, information received in 
Jerusalem from the labour camp 
where Faiza Palatnik is imprisoned, 
tells of harassment by the labour 
foreman. Raiza, 36, a librarian from 
Odessa who was also sentenced to 
two years last June, is being forced 
to work in excess of ‘the required 
norm, is the victim of anti-Semitic 
taunts by the foreman, and is not 
allowed to wear the dark giasses 
prescribed by her physician. 


Alternative sought 
for St. John site

The Jerusalem Municipal Urban 
Planning Unit is drawing up al- 
ternative plans for the site of 
what once was St. John hthal- 
mic Hospital as the stalemate 
over a proposed hotel design for 
the site drags on. 

‘The hotel design, by Jerusalem 
architect David Reznik, has been 
submitted four times with minor 
modifications. It has been rejected 
each time by a local planning sub- 
committee. 


Mr. Mike Turner, in charge of 
the Urban Planning Unit, said et 
@ press conference Jast week thet 
Reznik’s design was out of scale 
with the surroundings, presenting 
a 7S-metre-long facade. The ori- 
ginal St Jobn, the largest struc 
ture in the area, was broken up 
into mnoné more than 34 
metres long, Turner said. 


e said his unit had been. asked 
Poe subcommittee to subimit de- 
signs of a structure suitable for 
the site, taking imto conskleration 
the question. of scale and the pre- 
servation of trees and the cliff des- 
cending into the Hinnom Valley. 
below Mt. Zion. 

In view of the illegal demolition 
of the southern wing of the existing 
puilding by the ‘hotel's promatets, 
Qfr. Turner said, the rest of the 
wing would also have to be torn 
down. He expressed the opinion that 


a suitable structure could be built 
on the site without compromising 
the standards required of plans for 
the sensitive area around the Old 
City. 

The Urban Plannitg Unit has out- 
lined two alternatives for the con- 
sideration of the local planing 
committee. One is to suspend consi- 
deration of the plan while request- 
ing the Minister of interior to 
change the designation of the site 
from a hotel to a public open space. 
The other is to insist on a plan 
that would meet well-defined visual 
restrictions to be outlined by the 
planning unit. 

Meanwhile, reports that Mr. Rez- 
nik had decided fo pull out of the 
project were denied by the architect 
Friday.

Police launched an investigation 
of the death, end charged Yaacov 
Finkelstein, 43, who worked for 
Korngold. They are still uncertain 
whether Korngold was oocisoned 
gradually, with smali quantities of 
the poison, or was given a lethal 
dose.
